MORE BLOODSHED IS IMMINENT 


Shenandoah, Pa,, Sept. 24.—The 


peace which pervades the entire coal 
field is in danger of being disturbed, 
General Gobin thinks. 


He received information that an 


attack is to be made on Preston No. 
3 mine, of the Reading company, at 
Giradville, about eight miles from 
here. 
Troops have been ordered 


there. 


A disturbance is expected at the 


Cambridge colliery, operated by the 
Cambridge Coal company, south of 
here. 
Of the 140 men employed at 


the mine, 130 went to work today, 
and every man is said to be armed. 


J. C. McGinnis, one of the officials 


of the company, addressed the men 
this afternoon and said: 


*'Fight if you must, retreat when 


attacked. 
I will fire the first shot. 


When I fire fight for your lives. 
Don't sh'oot until X do and then shoot 
to kill.' 


STRIKERS' LINES UNBROKEN 


( Philadelphia, Sept. 24,—Contrary 
to the expectation of the mine opera- 
tors the lines of the strikers re- 
mained unbroken today and the sec- 
ond week of the strike in the an- 
thracite field opened with the tie-up 
of the miners as complete as at any 
time since the strike began. 


The presence of the soldiers in the 


field has had a quieting effect on the 
strikers and the best of order is re- 
ported from every district, 


There are no great gains or losses 


on either side, although the Phila- 
delphia and Beading company has 
fewer collieries in operation in the 
Schuylkill region than at any previ- 
ous time. 


Demonstrations were made by the 


troops in various parts of Schuylkill 
county this morning. 
The striking 


mine workers stood by and watched 
the marching militiamen, but they 
showed no outward signs >of feeling. 


Eeports from various parts of the 


country show that hard coal is get- 
ting scarcer and the price is going 
higher. 
The Beading 
company, 


which practically controls the mar- 
ket now, is shipping less coal today 
than ever.

A PARADE OF FOBCE.

their camp equipment with them be- 
cause they expect to return to Shea- 
andoah tonight if nothing trans- 
pires to require their further pres- 
ence near Hazelton.

MINERS REMAINED AWAY. 


Sham'okin, Pa., Sept, 24.—Notwith- 


standing the efforts of operators none 
of the collieries in this Vicinity re- 
sumed woi k this morning. 
miners as a body remained aWay 
from the collieries to the surprise of 
the several operators, who were con- 
fident their mines would be able to 
start up. 
Attempts were also made 


to work collieries between here and 
Mt Carmel, but scarcely any miners 
reported* 


The failure of the men to go to 


work averted trouble. 
All the col- 


lieries were heavily guarded by coal 
and iron police and special officers. 
The strikers scored a victory by in* 
ducing 10 per cent of the men iu the 
North Franklin colliery at Trevorton 
to stay at home today. 


Leaders of the United Mine Work- 


ers claim that within a few days the 
colliery will be tied up. 


A car load of deputies went to the 


mine early today. 
It is operated by 


the Philadelphia and Reading Coal 
and Iron company and employs about 
500 men and boys. 


The company was bopeful up to 


this morning that all the men would 
remain at work during the strike. 


promise of protection by the state 
troops failed to encourage the mine 
workers of this region who have ex- 
pressed a desire to continue at work 
and the strike in this region is to* 
day more extensive than at any time 
since the strike was inaugurated. 


It is stated that not a colliery in 


the vicinity of* this city resumed 
operation this morning owing to the 
failure of the employes to report for 
duty. 


Messages received from various 


towns in the region announced that 
every mine from Mahanoy City to 
Ashland, including the latter plaice, 
is closed. It is estimated that fully 
15,000 men, employed principally by 
the Philadelphia and Beading Coal 
and Iron company and the Lehigh 
Valley Coal company, are now on 
strike and indications this morning 
point to a continuance of the tie-up. 


Early this morning five battalions 


of infantry and one troop of cavalry 
proceeded to the outskirts of the 
town and marched along the numer- 
ous roads leading 
to the various 


mines. 
They met with but few 


strikers and the number of employes 
willing to work was still less. 


Opinion is divided here as to 


whether the non-strikers are thor- 
oughly intimidated by the threats of 
the strikers or whether agents of the 
United Mine Workers have succeed- 
ed in better organizing the union. 


General Gobin remained 
at his 


headquarters during the diay await- 
ing reports from his troops. Later he 
drove through the mining district 
and found everything quiet. 


Company B, of the Fourth regi- 


ment, of Allentown, is acting as pro- 
vost guard today and the soldiers are 
patrolling the city from end to end.

through McAdoo to the point from 
which they had started. 


The troops were received by the 


inhabitants of the various towns 
with evidence of enmity and dislike. 
Wot a cheer was given them at any 
place, but many a, jeer was sent after 
them as they pa'ssed groups of peo- 
ple on the streets. 
The women 


seemed to be more annoyed at the 
presence of the soldiers than the men. 
One wojnen after 
the troops had 


passe^ shouted to a group of men: 


"I* you don't shoot some of those 


fellows you are n'o good." 


Probably the most incensed person 


in McAdoo over the arrival of the 
militia was Edward J. McGeehan, a 
blacksmith, who is the burgess of 
the town, 


He stated that the action of Gen- 


eral Gobin in sending soldiers there 
was an outrage and a reflection on 
the city of McAdoo: 


He said his people were law-abid- 


ing', and pointed to the fact that the 
town was so peaceable that not a po- 
liceman was required at any time ex- 
cept on pay-days* 


"I shall not be responsible for any 


overt act committed by any person 
in this town while troops are here," 
he said. ' 


The entire Hazelton region was re- 


ported extremely quiet this morning. 
The K. S. Kemmerer mines at Sandy 
Bun, a small operation, are tied up 
for the first time this morning, and 
the Eckley colliery of G. B. Markle

Washington, Sept £34.—The posi- 


tion of the United States on China, as 
made known in the notes made public 
yesteiday, is receiving the earnest 
consideration of the other powers 
and there representatives here, 


It is looked upon as a .sort of turn- 


ing point in the negotiations, 
on 


which the alignment of the several 
countries will be determined and 
their pi ogress framed. 


There has been no word, however, 


from any of the governments con- 
cerning their view of the American 
position and it is expected that some 
days will elapse before any new move 
is made. 


There is reason to believe that the 


American note was considered at Ber- 
lin yesterday by those chief in au* 
thority but this has brought no posi- 
tive development thus far. 


The substance of the reply to Ger- 


many's proposal for the punishment 
of those responsible for the recent 
outrages in China is that while the 
United States still holds to the po- 
sition held all along that the respon- 
sible ones must be punished, it will 
much better serve all purposes if 
they are made to feel the weight of 
Chinese imperial displeasure. 
All 


this, the United States government 
holds, must be provided for in the 
negotiations of settlement, 


Chinese minister has not heard 


from Li Hung Chang or Prince Ching 
since the purposes of this govern- 
ment were made known to them. 
Minister Wu continues to express the 
earnest hope that the United States 
will take the lead in bringing about 
a settlement. 


Aside from its benefits to all the 


powers, and to China, the minister 
says it would establish lasting bonds 
between this country and China and 
would pave the way for treaty rela- 
tions of the most advantageous char- 
acter for American commercial inter- 
ests. 


In accordance with the statement 


made to Germany to the effect that 
the United 
States government is 


about to authorize Mr. Conger to en- 
ter forthwith into conference with 
the duly authorised representatives 
of the Chinese government with a 
view to bringing about a preliminary 
agreement, acting Secretary of State 
Hill spent some time yesterday fram- 
ing the direction to Mr. Conger. 


In view of the peculiarly delicate j 


nature of the task to be ccmlflded to 
Mr. Conger, this is a work requiring 
much thought. 


The language of the note profess- 


ing to state what Mr. Conger ia to do 
is usual and seems generally to indi- 
cate that he is really about to under- 
take to bring the powers and China 
together, and actually he is to serve 
as a mediator in part, at least. 


'He presumably will arrange with 


the Chinese representatives, Li ftung 
Chang and Prince Ching, as to the 
place where they are milling to meet 
the representatives of the powers to 
discuss a final settlement and try 
and fix upon certain broad principles 
that shall govern the conference. 


This program must be dttbmitted to 


the powers to ascertain if they are 
willing to accept it. If »>, then it 
may toe that something in tihe nature 
of a joint international peace coin- 
mission will deal with the Chinese 
fepresemtatives. 


Should the powers or any of them 


reject such a program as Mr. Conger 
may be able to frame, tfien it ap- 
pears that there will be nothing for 
the United States to do but to pro- 
ceed with (the final negotiations on its 
owa account, takimg steps to make 
sure thait no subsequent action of dis- 
senting powers negatives any of the 
results secured by our commissioners

An official protest was made

United States Consul Goodnow to the 
viceroy. 


These facts are considered a de- 


fiance of Germany's demand for the 
punishment of Prince Tuan as the 
head of the boxers. 


The Chinese are greatly

over the appointment.

There appeared to be no disposition 
on the part of the mine employes to 
go to the collieries this morning and 
the demonstration made by the mi- 
litia yesterday was not repeated.

vent the men employed at that place 
from going to work. 
They reached 


there before daylight. 


No trouble has thus far resulted. 
The march was kept a secret and 


the first that was known of it was 
when squads of men from different 
parts of Hazelton were seen going it* 
the direction of Cranberry near mid- 
night. 


McAdoo, Jeanesville, Audenried 


and several other towns were repre- 
sented in the crowd, these delega- 
tions coming to this city on the last 
trolley car from the places men- 
tioned. 


As soon as the coal and iron police 


on duty at Cranberry colliery discov- 
ered the men congregating they 
quickly summoned Sheriff Harvey, 
who was spending the night at Jed- 
do. 
He, accompanied by a few dep- 


uties, all miners, reached Cranberry 
about 8 o'clock. The sheriff tried to 
induce the men to disperse, but they 
insisted on marching, 


He followed them to Humboldt, 


three miles from the starting place, 
and then returned to summon a posse 
of thirty deputies. 
These were 


quickly gathered and left on a spe- 
cial train and arrived at Tomhicken 
after the marchers had reached there. 


On the way 
to Tomhdcken the 


strikers passed through Harwood and 
left a tfquad of men at that place to 
carry out the work of getting the 
inen to quit at the colliery located 
there. 
At Tomhicken the strikers 


broke up into four grbups and sta- 
tioned themselves along the public 
road leading to the mine there. 


Men also watched the road to the 


mines at Deeringer & Gowen, one 
and a half miles distant 


The sheriff and his thirty men did 


not interfere with the strikers so 
long as they refrained from intimi- 
dating any one and did not trespass 
on company property.

striker was arrested.

Beaser, 145 John St., 
Fort Wayne, Ind.: Dear Bister and 
Family—I just received your letter 
and hasten to answer and relieve your 
anxiety. We are all alive and well 
except myself. I have been unafble 
to walk with rheumatism brought on 
by exposure during the storm and the 
day after. My legs and feet are ter- 
ribly staro-llen. We escaped by drag- 
ging ourselves across the street, 
clinging to a rope, with the (waters 
over our heads and the waves run- 
ning six and seven feet high. I took 
Leefa and the employes af the brewery 
took the children. (We took tefuge in 
the brewery, which was one of a very 
few buildings that stood. Seven, or 
eight -hundred others' also took refuge 
there* and huddled and shivered on 
the cold \9tone floor all night. Some 
are tfrere yet, /having no place to go. 
Words cannot express mor mind can- 
not conceive the terrible ruin, and the 
number of lives lost will never be 
known. 


"The city, and all over the island 


and along the shore of th« mainland, 
is strewn with the dead. flPhey are 
•burning the bodies, burying some and 
others are loaded like cotrdiwood on 
barges and are /hauled out to sea, 
where they -are sunk. The number of

amounted to 3,177 ithis morning.

nese question. 
Official circles here 


were inclined to believe that his 
lordship would agree with Germany. 


But, 
instead of doing so he used 


almost exactly the terms in which 
Washington's refusal was couched, 
and this, said a high official to a 
representative of the Associated 
Press, "is all the more surprising, 
considering that the Washington of- 
ficials had not the slightest inkling 
of what England's attitude would 
be/' 


What will be the result of this 


difference of view between the Uni- 
ted States and Great Britain on one 
side, and Germany, Austria, France 
and Italy on the other? No official 
was found by the representative of 
The Associated Press who was will- 
ing to risk an opinion, though they

The representative of The Associat-

tember 11, 12 and 13 the tug Islam 
sank with her crew of three.

er, arid the engineei. Three or four 
men were woifcing along the water 
front in an effort to save something 
from the wreckage and aie said to 
have been swept to sea, 
but their 


names are not known. 


From Benny river comes a report 


of the wreck of the schoonei Prosper 
and the drowning of Captain Geiser, 
together with one of his seamen. 


At Nome the Alaska Commercial 


company's barge York, heavily laden 
with winter provisions, went ashore.

dragged her anchors and was wieck- 
ed on the beach. The North Ameri- 
can Transportation company lost the 
tug Bob, valued at $2,000 


The steam launch Strae sank at 


anchor and the Belvidere is a wreck 
at the mouth of Snake river, 


The little schooner Zenith, which 


attempted to put to sea. was blown 
about two miles tip the beach. 


Having her passengers aboard, the 


Roanoke sailed on the evening of 
September 13, The storm had abated 
somewhat, but after getting to sea it 
increased. 
The Roanoke was com- 


pletely at the mercy of the gale. 


On the third day out the

subsided and the vessel succeeded in 
reaching port uninjured.

The strikers, in 
spite of the fact that the state troops 
are under arms ready to protect the 
mines if need be, have been gaining 
ground and today there are probably 
twenty thousand more men out than 
when the strike began one week ago 
Monday. We hope the strikers will 
observe order, keep the peace and 
thereby hold the public 
sympathy 


that is now almost universally in 
their favor. 
We do, as everybody 


must who knows the conditions 
against which the miners 
protest, 


give them our heartiest sympathy. 
Their toil is the most 
uninviting 


that can be imagined and their pay 
is the lowest that will barely enable 
them to live. 
So long as the great 


wealthy mining companies 
oppress 


the miners with hard conditions of 
labor, pay them poorly, rob them at 
the detestable company stores 
and 


overcharge them for the use of the 
poor hovels rented to them for homes, 
just so long will mining strikes be 
inevitable. But the miners must be 
brave, orderly and patient. Violence 
on their part is the worst thing that 
can happen to their cause. 
So far 


there has been a remarkable absence 
of disorder and it is to be hoped that 
it will continue so. 


HOLDS MAYOB BESPONSIBLE.

We would scarcely believe 


upon less authority than the Jour- 
nal-Gazette that "the backers of the 
game defy public opinion and fleece 
their victims under the very eyes of 
the officers and detectives, who are 
impotent or have secret instructions

This is in truth 


a most shocking state of affairs, and 
the one person in Fort Wayne re- 
sponsible for it is JMayor Henry P. 
Scherer. 
If there were any doubt

Gazette that "Mayor Scherer cannot

The village was struck 
by a cyclone and a barn was raised in 
the air and dropped directly on top of 
Paul G-atzke's saloon, where sixteen 
people took refuge from the storm. 
The saloon collapsed and all the occu- 
pants were buried in the defbris. At 
piesent it is said that eight dead 
bodies and three injured persons have 
been taken from the ruins.

GAME WITHOUT WARNING. 
The storm came without warning 


upon the citizens of Morristown fr-m 
a southwesterly direction, posing 
over to the northeast. The length of 
its* path in the village was less than 
half a mile, but owing to its peculiar 
action, the distress and damage le- 
* ulting were not as great as they 
mig-ht have been. The s'torm made 
jumps of one bloc**, but whenaver it 
came down everything was e-imWoJ 
by t-he power of the wind. The barn 
belon^rin^ to Dr. Dargabel, which iz 
oa -the outskirts of the village, was 
*ne first structure destroyed, aul this 
was one of tT^e freak features of the 
scorm. 


FREAKS OF THE STORM. 


The 'barn was picked up and car- 


ried a block, leaving the !*or unin- 
jured with the two horses standing 
or it. The building; was ciushed. 


From here the storm jumped a 


block to the saloon of Paul Gatzke, 
Before reaching the Oasstke saloon 
there is a two-.Ury building which 
was left untouched. 


All the people killed and injured 


in Morristown were in the saloon, 
having hurriedly taken refugo there 
when the storm was seen on the out- 
skirts of the village. There were six- 
teen people in the structure at the 
time the storm struck. The building 
was razed from its foundation nnd 
crushed like an egg shell. Before 
the building fell three people man 
aged to escape, but the other thirteen 
are found in the lists of dead and in- 
jured. After leaving the saloon the 
storm crossed the street and de- 
stroyed the barn of J. P. Temple and 
took the roof from the barn of W. H. 
Bigoli, It then crossed the Cannon 
river and destroyed the barn of Adam 
Snyder. 


The storm then passed off to the 


northwest and did no further dam- 
age. 


PATH OF THE CYCLONE. 


The first fatality occurred, how- 


ever, before the village was reached. 
The storm was first discovered by a 
farmer, who lives four miles from 
Morristown. 
He saw the funnel- 


shaped -cloud and says that it was 
Robing up an'd down on its way to 
the village and made four descants 
in the four miles. The farm of John 
Olson, whio resides <two miles from 
Morristown, is, PS far as can be 
learned, the first place where any 
damage was done. 
Olson^s hired 


man, Peterson, was killed, tbut the 
particulars could not be learned in 
Morristomrn last evening. The citi- 
zens of Morrtet&wn were prompt in 
caring for the dead and injured.

Philadelphia, Sept. 34.—Contrary 
to the expectation nf the mine opera- 
tors the lilies of the strikers re- 
mained unbroken today and the sec- 
ond week of the strike in the an- 
thracite field opened with the tie-up 
of the miners as complete as at any 
time since the strike began. 


The presence of the soldiers in the 


field has had a quieting effect on the 
strikers and the best of order is re- 
ported from every district.

batter down the gate with stones. 


Seeing the iiEelessness of remain- 


ing, the missionaries, in the course 
of the night, evacuated the com- 
pound and proceeded to the magis- 
trate yaraeu. 
The following- after- 


noon (hey were ordered to leave, the 
magistrate declaring: that lie feared 
not only for the missionaries' safety, 
but also for his own yameii if he con- 
tinued to protect them. 


AfUr allowing the Americans to 


draw their money from the native 
bank the magistrate furnished them 
with fifty soldiers 
as an escort 


through the great gate in the wall 
into Mongolia. 


••We had no idea then of the terri- 


ble journey which awaited us," con- 
tinued Mr. Williams. 
"We had no 


notion of having to escape across Si- 
beria, and only purposed to remain 
in same place of safety and return 
after the crisis. 


"Wherever we attempted to stop, 


however, the officials ordered us to 
leave forthwith, declaring the box- 
ers were on our heels. 
Finally, 


reaching a Mongol encampment, at 
Hnrausa, we saw that a flight across 
the great Gobi desert was ineviable. 


"Having secured 
a caravan we 


started June 23. 
Just before start- 


ing seven Swedish missionaries, with 
their families, who had just escaped 
with their lives, joined us. One lady 
had a horrible experience. She had 
been almost clubbed to death, while 
some of the males were frightful 
spectacles, being- covered with blood. 


••Our rnovan consisted of twenty 


camels, 
nineteen horses and 
six 


camel carts for the ladies and chil- 
dren. 
For eight days we traveled 


over nothing- but sand. 
The air was 


like that of nn oven ami tlie suffer- 
ing was intense. 
The animals had 


no grass and no water, and marching- 
in the day time was impossible. At 
the few isuliited wells Mongols were 
encamped in the vicinity and they 
refused to allow us to draw water, 
fearing we would poison the wells. 


"After thirty-eight days of terrible 


anxiety we reached Tlrga, on the 
other side of the desert. 
We pre- 


sented a sorry spectacle. 
The Rus- 


sian consul general was most kind. 
He gave to us fourteen rooms in the 
consulate. 
"Hut, to our dismay, the 


consul told us we must leave forth- 
with, as there were 2,000 Mongol 
soldiers in the neighborhood, who 
might be hostile. 
He also warned 


us that tens of thousands of Mon- 
gols were gathering for a religious 
festival and that ff we valued our 
safety we had better clear out with- 
out delay. 


"A fortnight later. August 13. we 


reached Kieakhta and remained there 
till August 27. 
In the meanwhile 


Mr. Tower (Mr. Charlemagne Tower, 
United States ambassador to Russia) 
obtained permission from the author- 
ities at St. Petersburg for our jour- 
ney over the Siberian railway. 


"Arriving at Irkutsk, September 3, 


we took a train and reached St. Pe- 
tersburg September 18. 
It is im- 


possible to speak too highly of the 
great kindness of the Russian offi- 
cials. Everything- possible was done 
for us by them, even to offering us 
money. 
On the Trans-Siberian rail- 


way, though it was choked with 
troops and closed to civilians, the 
authorities provided a resei-ved car 
for us. 


*-We passed immense numbers of 


troops, apparently conscripts, hastily 
collected. 
They wore no uniforms 


and some had no guns. 
All of 


them wore straw hats. 


"At the United States legation In 


St. 
Petersburg- we expressed 
the 


opinion that Russia was preparing 
to seize Manchuria; but we were'in- 
formed that the American legation 
had been assured that Russia' had no 
euoh intention."
